JAPAN.

From Yokohama we have no later news. 

From Hiogo we have the following items from acorrespondent, :— 

The Japanese do not appear to have in any way relaxed their 
desire to have the English language generally taught in their 
schools throughout the country. Mt . Herbert Stevens has recently 
made an engagement with the local Government of Choishu to 
superintend this branch of education in their schools. Amongst 
his other duties is the translation of English educational books 
into Japanese, a work which his scholastic knowledge of the 
Japanese language makes him well qualified to undertake. He 
is already well-advanced, I hear, in several. 

The local Government of Awarri have secured the services of 
Mr. Inglis as a professor of the English language for their 
schools. 

The Ningpo, formerly Pride of the Thames, is being thoroughly 
repaired and refitted by her purchasers, Messrs. E. C. Kirby and 
Co., and will soon be open to freight or charter. Her hull is in 
capital condition. 

Several fresh arrivals for the foreign staff of the Telegraph De- 
partment show a laudable desire on the part of the Government 
to forward the works of the department. The s.s. Denshin Maro 
arrived here the other day with a quantity of telegraphic mate- 
rial for the lines in course of construction. 

One of the iron steamers to which I referred in some of my 
former correspondence as being put up by the Vulcan Foundry 
was launched on the 26th Feb. The launch went off without a 
hitch. The steamer was christened by Mrs. England the Beriin. 
Her dimensions are—Length over all, 102 feet ; beam, 16 feet ; 
engines, 50-horse power. 

A notification of considerable importance, and emanating from 
the American Consul, has just been published ; it is to the effect 
that, when the finance department see fit to dispose of any 
superabundant amount of rice on their hands, it will be put up 
for sale by public auction, the purchasers having the privilege of 
ag Sor it. 

t is to be hoped that the prohibition to export this commodity 
will ere long be abolished altogether. Many of the outstanding 
claims of foreigners against natives have been settled by the Go- 
vernment—a step in the right direction. 

The water in the Osaca river has been for some time past very 
low—lower, indeed, than at any time within the recollection of 
foreigners. The absence of rain in any quantity for a number of 
months is put down as the cause of this. 





NAGASAKI. 

The Nagasaki Express has the following on the new fire 
brigade :— 

Only one knotty point now remains to be overcome, and this is 
the providing of funds in order to defray the necessary expeuses 
which must be incurred in restoring the fire engines to a proper 
condition for working, and furnishing a sum to be used in pur- 
chasing implements required for the use of the members. This 18 in 
reality a duty which should be undertaken by the insurance com- 
panies in a like manner to which they support similar institutions 
at home. By each one contributing proportionately according to 
the amount of interest they have at this port, and the uninsured 
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residents contributing their share in the same manner, it would 
be an equitable arrangement to all. The future expenditure may 
be provided for in this manner, but the question to be solved is, 
how to provide for the present wants. ‘To raise the amount 
required and prevent such an important service from becoming a 
failure, necessitates making an appeal to the land renters to supply 
money, but as some of these are under the impression that ample 
funds to support the newly started movement can be obtained 
from the Municipal Treasury, they will perhaps wonder what has 
become of the $600. The letter received from the secretary to the 
Municipal Council, and embodied into the minutes, states that no 
pecuniary aid can be given by them this year, but no reason is 
assigned for their inability to contribute ; but it is reported that 
the accumulated funds are required to pay for the cost of the new 
bridge about to be built over the Sagaramatz creek. As the ope- 
ration of demolishing the old one has so far progressed since last 
Sunday, as to render it a thing of the past, there is but little 
doubt that the information obtained by us is substantially correct, 
and that aid must not be looked for in that quarter. 

We mentioned last week that tonnage was in great demand 
here, and that $4 per ton was easily obtainable. Since then no 
less than two Japanese steamers lying idle in this harbour have 
been offered by Chinese, $6.50 per ton for Tientsin and back, but 
owing to nonchalance on the part of tho Japanese, bargains could 
not be effected. The s. 8. fiaca leaves shortly for that port 
under good charter. 


CHINA. 
—o— 
TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent on 18th March writes :— 

The river is now open from here to the sea, and a British Con- 
gular circular informed us last evening that a mail for Shanghai 
would be made up at 9 a.m. to-morrow, to go by H.B.M.’s gunboat 
Leven. The Tientsin people, I fancy, may now bid adieu to the 
winter of 71-72. The weather to-day is beautiful—a clear sky 
with no wind, and around us in the settlement we perceive signa 
of approaching spring. A British Consular circular notified 
that the Consulate would be hereafter open for business 
from 10am. to 4 P.M. daily. H.M.’s Consul, Mr. Lay, last 
evening notified that during his temporary absenco Mr. 
Middleton, the Vice-Consul at Takoo, would come hero 
and take charge of this Consulate. On the anniversary of the 
birthday of George Washington the U.S.S. Palos dressed ship ; 
at noon a national salute was fired, and Captain Rockwell gave a 
breakfast on board to the American residents and the U.S. Vice- 
Consul. The gunboats have not yet all thrown off their winter 
matting, but with this fine weather they will soon do 80. The 
regularity and punctuality with which this community have 
received their letters by the Customs courier weekly from Shang- 
hai during the past winter has laid us under great obligations to 
the Customs officials, and I have no doubt I shall be meeting the 
approbation of the whole of the residents when I in this public 
manner beg leave to tender our best thanks to Mr. Hart and Mr. 
Hannen for their consideration and kindness in giving us the 
facilities they have done. 

His Excellency Chunghow, on his return from his mission to 
France, passed through Tientsin en route for Peking to-day, 
having only stayed a couple of hours in the city, at the house 
of the chief of the Tientsin gentry, and a friend of Chunghow’s 
father, Haichang-woo, to breakfast. ‘The Chinese say that over 
60,000 of the inhabitants went out of the city a mile or so to 
meet him and congratulate him on his return, and that about the 
same number of people saw him for a mile from the city on his 
road to Peking. 


SHANGIIAT, : 

Advices from this port extend to the 15th March; the P. 
and O. mail from London, Jan. 26, arrived out March 13th. The 
following summary is from the North China Ilerald :— 

An important step in the construction of one of the chief works 
at the Kow-chung meaou Arsenal was taken in the launching of 
the caisson for the new dock. The dock was originally laid out 
by Mr. Stephenson, draughtsman to the Arsenal; but that 
gentleman was on his departure succeeded by a Cantoncse, 
who had displayed considerable ability as an engincer, and 
merited the approbation of the marine superintendent, Mr. 
Rolls. The launch of the caisson, under the superintendence 
of Mr. Mainland, was an occasion of some considerable in- 
terest, and brought together a crowd of curious Chinese and a 
few Europeans. At the last moment it was found that the em- 
bankments of earth would not allow the free passage of the 
pontoon to its element, and a squad of coolies was cmployed to 
remove the obstructions. ‘The order was then given to let the 
caisson slip down the ways; but. it not having been properly 
ballasted, and being naturally top-heavy, the machine, on gliding 
off into the dock, turned gracefully over on its side, amid derisive 
shouts from the Chinese and the regrets of the foreign spectators. 

Letters from Newchwang tothe 15th February say that loaded 
carts were crossing the river daily on the ice, which was not ex- 
pected to break up for another month. The thermometer had 
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fallen 30 deg. below zero. Business has been quiet, on account of 
the Chinese New Year. Produce was arriving daily from the in- 
terior. 

A special performance was’ given by the Chefoo, A.D.C., n 
honour of H.B.M. Acting Conzul, Mr. Mayers, who is about to go 
home on furlough. ‘The pieces selected were “Love in Humble 
Life,” and “ Doing Banting.” The performance went off succ ess- 
fully, the parts being well sustained by the principal actors, 

H.M. gunboat Leven arrived on the 11th, from Tientsin—the 
first steamer of the season. She left on the lst, when the Peiho 
was open to the sea. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes that the free ferry alongside the 
bridge of boats seems to be still doing very well. ‘The settlement 
is duller than ever; no ships ; no news; no fires ; nothing. 

The annual meeting of members of the Shanghai Club was 
held on the 6th, when the report anJ accounts, showing a balance 
of $9,518.04, were passed. Rule 49 wa3 amended so as to make 
four out of the fourteen bedrooms in the Clu) available for mem- 
bers and visitors requiring accommodation for not more than eight 
days. The following Committee were elected —Messrs. J. I. Miller, 
E. G. Low, R. Fergusson, J. H. Cheverton, John Thorne, G. H. 
Wheeler, H. deC. Forbes, R. W. M. Bird, W. Hyslop, G. W. Coutts, 
A. Zimmern, and W. Harwood. 

A meeting of the French Municipal Council was held on the 
Sth. Conformably with the municipal regulations, lots were 
drawn for the councillors who should retire at the end of the year. 
The lot fell upon Messrs. Voisin, Aymeri, and Wheelock. The 
question of encroachments by Chinese on the Sikawei road was 
brought up ; the engineer was desired to inspect the road once a 
week, and to report any encroachments he might observe. 

A case of right of way which has come before the Supreme 
Court has excited much interest. Mr. Hogg and Mr. Little own 
adjacent properties on the Soochow Creek. Mr. Loureiro owned 
a small piece of land adjoining the two, and over which lay the 
approach to Mr. Little’s (Jessfield). Mr. Hozz subsequently 
bought this plot and altered the road. Mr. Little resisted the 
alteration. The Court has decided that tho alteration was not 
permissible. 

Two foreigners havo been attacked and badly hurt by Chinese 
near the Kintoan Beacon. Our reaJers will remember the wreck 
of the American brig och Lam er, on the North Bank. She was 
bringing timber for Messrs. S.C. Farnhim and Co. The fisher- 
men and villagers who innabit the neizhbouring cuast of course 
plundered the wreck. They were offered one-third of the value 
as salvage for all timber they would deliver to the owners in 
Shanghai. As negotiations were going on slowly, Mr. Farnham 
and Mr. Rohl went down on Friday nizht t> try to expedite mat- 
ters. While looking about the country they were suddenly 
attacked by the natives; Mr. Farnham was bally wounded in 
the head by a hoe, and Mr. Rohl was knocked down, severely 
beaten, and robbed. 

The new Taoutai of Shanghai has arrived, and has received the 
seals of office. 

From Baron Richtofen’s Ictter we learn thit he then lefta 
large force in Shensi, under command of one of his generals, 
named Liu Ming-chuen. The prestige of these troops, who are 
armed chiefly with foreign weapons, and who were fresh from 
crushing the Nienfi in Snautunyg, so overawel the Mihom nedans 
that they at once retired ints Kainsuh. Bat Lin did not follow up 
this success; leaving all the fighting to Tso, he contented himself 
with guarding the frontier. ‘I'so now wants to attack the city of 
Huchow, which is regarded as the most important stronghold re- 
maining in rebel hands, and the co-operation of Li’s well armed 
troops is all-important. But at this critical moment, Liu has 
declined to go into Kansuh, on the plea of ill-health, and 
has obtained three months’ leave of absence. The furlough, we 
now learn from the hing Gazte, was accompiuied by an order 
to hand over command to a General T'sao, with whom he was to 
consult regarding future movements ; and both Generals were to 
report to Peking the result of their deliberations. Instead of 
doing so, however, Liu withdrew half his foree, and started home- 
wards on the very day of ‘sau’s arrival. Baron R'ehtefen speaks 
of having met General Liu, with these men, marching for Wei- 
hwei-fu, with the design of procsedinsto Tientsin in April. ‘I'sao, 
in his memorial to the Throne, speaks of them as having been 
disbanded, and adils that newrly all the offizars and mea of the 
remaining battalions were asking for furlough. 


HONG KONG. 

The dates extend to the 2Ist March. The outward mail of 2nd 
Feb. (French) arrived out on 15th March, and the P. and O. mail 
of 9th Feb. onthe 18th. The followiog items are from the China 
Mail :— 


The approaching d-parture on leave of Mr. Russell, who, we 
understand, will probably accompany H.E. the Governor tu Kag- 
land, will, of course, make a vacuney on the magisterial bench, 
which, it is net improbable, will be fillel by Mr. Stewart. In 
this case Mr. Lister would, it is siid, take the Central School, and 
Mr. Wodehouse would act as assistant harbour-master. Should 
this arrangement not be carrie] out, Mr. Lister would go to the 
magistracy. Much as we shuuld deplore Mr. Stewart’s removal 
from the Ventral School (he would, of course, retain his post of 
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Inspector of Schools), we must confess that we should like to see 
that gentleman on the bench. In that case we do not know of 
anyone so fit to succeed him as Mr. Lister, whose careful scholar- 
ship would there show to advantage. However, the press pro- 
poseth, and the Governor disposeth. 

In an article upon the Pier and Godown Company, the Adver- 
tiser of this morning has the following:—A new steam pile- 
driver, constructed by the same firm which supplied the machines 
used by the contractors for the Thames embankment, has just 
been received from England and has already commenced work. 
It is 40 feet in height, and the “monkey ” or iron which drives 
the pile weighs a ton. The contrast between the work per- 
formed by this most effective machine and that done by the old 
23 ewt. monkey pile drivers is somewhat remarkable. Anda few 
minutes’ inspection of it, while in action, is sufficient to convince 
anyone of the wisdom evinced by the directors in calling in this 
new aid, in place of the older and slower apparatus hitherto 
availed of. 

After pitching a pile—i.e., properly placing it to receive the 
impact of the blow—the machine drives it home in five minutes, 
Of course this process of pitching occupies the greater portion of 
the time necessary to get a pile driven, and on Wednesday, when 
the machine and the hands attending it were new to the work 
only five were placed. Yesterday they drove ten, and to-day will 
doubtless get into full swing and reach a higher average. The 
article goes on to point out the convenience that the godowns will 
be to banks, who will naturally prefer the warrants of a company 
to those of private firms. 

Another company, besides that we recently alluded to, is being 

brought before the public, its object being to supply the China 
trade with an abundance of coal at the lowest remunerative pricc. 
Its projectors are sanguine that it will be successful, and if it can 
compete with private importers it will doubtless beso. The pre- 
mises already secured by the company will, they say, give storage 
oe 16,000 tons, which would be ample for present-use 
stock. 
Mr. Armstrong’s sale of the houses on Inland Lots Nos. 212 and 
12a in Hollywood-road, otherwise known as Lum Tuk Kee’s 
property, realised $16,000, being over $2,000 less than the 
amount for which these buildings were mortgaged. We under- 
car that the houses are at present let at a monthly rental 
of $270. 

One of the Chinese gunboats arrested some junks lying off the 
Barra Fort a few days since, and much indignation is felt at 
Macao thereat. Under existing arrangements, however, Macao 
has no locus standi, and cannot complain. Governor Januario’s 
arrival will, we doubt not, enable the holy City to take its proper 
position vs a vis the Chinese. The emigration offices are 80 
slack of work that any possible candidate is eagerly contended 
for by the rival crimps. The removal of the Spanish agencies 
has, we expect, a good deal to do with the matter, as it is no 
longer worth while to bring down from the interior coolies unable 
to pass a fair medical examination. 

he new Mexican dollars have, we hear, been assayed by the 
Haikwan authoritics at Canton, and found to contain the standard 
qanay of silver in the coin as the old Mexican or Hong Kong 
lollars ; they have consequently been recognised as currency in 
the payment of taxes. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 28th Maroh ; the outward mail of 23rd Feb. 
( P. and 0.) arrived on the 25th March. The following items are 

rom the Straits Times :— 

The present mail steamer carries away another batch of our re- 
sidents—among whom are the Hon. Thomas Scott, Captain Cald- 
beck (P. & O. Agent), and Mr. R. B. Read. Mr. Scott has so long 
taken a leading part in the afiairs of this Settlement, and so 
warmly interested himself in every matter that could aid in its 
prosperity, that we cannot allow his departure from us, even for a 
time, to pass unnoticed. Whether as Chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce, as member of the Legislative Council, as a 
Justice of the Peace, as a merchant, or in his private life 
he has always done his best to promote the interests of the place, 
to maintain a good feeling between the European and native sec- 
tions of the community, and to protect the poorer classes from 
anything savouring of oppression. How popular and trusted he 
is with the natives is chown by the address from the leading 
Chinese ‘residents, presented to him by a very numerous deputa- 
tion of the signers yesterday morning. It is a testimonial such 
as few private men arc able to carry home with them, more espe- 
cially when going, as Mr. Scott does, merely for a few months. 

The following stcamers have arrived via the Suez Canal :— 
15th, Orontes (11.M.S.), from Portsmouth, via Trincomalee, and 
U.8. guuboat Saco, from the Mediterranean ; 17th, Pri-un, from 
Liverpool ; 18th, Lotus, from London (via Kurrachee and Cochin) ; 
2st, Galley of Lorne, trom London ; 24th, Glengyle, from London ; 
20th, Wector, from Liverpool ; 27th, Africa, from London ; 28th, 
Yangtsze, from London. 

We learn of the loss of the British ship Busbay, of London, 
from Ilo Lo for Channel for orders, in Balabac Straits. The Bom- 
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bay, Captain Isaac Heigho, sailed from Ilo Ilo on the 3rd March 

with a cargo of sugar, and on the evening of the 6th, at a quarter 
ast cight o’clock, she struck on a coral reef in Balabac Straits, 

.E. of Mangoe Isle. Anchors were run out, and endeavours 
were made by throwing overboard cargo and heaving on the 
chain to get her off, but to no purpose, and on the 7th, the shi 
being full of water and a heavy sea running, the captain and 
crew left in the boats and went ashore on the island. Here they 
remained six days, in the hope of being taken off by a passing 
vessel, but on the 13th they determined to leave theisland. They 
therefore took to the boats, and made for Labuan, where they 
arrived all well on the 16th. The ship’s company consisted of 
twenty-four persons all told. Two apprentices came to Singapore 
as passengers in the barque Sampson, and the captain and remain- 
der of the crew, 22 in all, arrived in H.M.8. Hornet. 

The Batavia steamer brought news of the loss of the British 
ship Nyassa, Capt. Hutchinson, on the 13th, on Kayjapa Island, 
twenty-five miles 8. W. of Java Head. The Nyassz was from 
Sarawak, bound to London. The captain and crew arrived safely 
at Anjer in the ship’s boats. 

The Austrian frigate Fasana, Capt. Funk, from Batavis, arrived 
on 16th March. 





PENANG. 

Dates extend to the 30th March. The Argus has the following 
items :— 

The great event of the past week has been the return of Sir 
Harry Ord to the colony, after an absence of nearly twelve 
months. His Excellency arrived by the P. and O. steamer Tan- 
jore, and landed at the jetty, where he was received by the heads 
of departments, and a great number of our merchants and resi- 
dents who had assembled to pay their devoirs to him. A guard 
of honour of the 19th M.N.I. was drawn up to receive him, and 
eeu salute was fired from Fort Cornwallis on his Excellency’s 

anding. 

We leave that the greatest economy, in fact a rigorous re- 
trenchment, is shortly to take place in the administration of this 
Government. Of course economy is an excellent thing, and if 
a mutton chop is likely to bring us into debt, the chop must 
give place to cheaper fare. But this does not prove that 
mutton chops are not excellent dict, and worth considerable 
expenditure of the sweat of the brow in their attainment. Many 
of the retrenchments proposed show a wise, if stern, regard for 
the public interests ; but the pruning knife it is believed will in 
some cases be used where digging and manuring would be better. 
It is not improbable that the pruning knife, in some instances, 
will itself cause waste, and we trust Sir Harry will not cut away 
more fruit-wood than would be necessary. We would appreciate 
any attempt to remove the radical defects of the Colonial system, 
instead of paring down expenditure. However, we wait patiently 
these long promised reforms. 

Sir Harry and Lady Ord, and Mr. Plow, private secretary, em - 
barked on the 28th, in the Pluto, for Singapore. 

Messrs. Sandilands, Buttery, and Co. v. the Municipal Com- 
missioncrs. This case was argued yesterday and to-day, before 
Sir William Hackett, Mr. Bond appearing for the plaintiffs, and 
Mr. B. Rodyk, for the defendants. His Honour said he would 
give his decision shortly. 

We understand that the Hon. A.N. Birch proceeds by the next 
English mail to China and Japan, and that he may probably go 
home by the San Francisco and New York route. 

Mr. Gcorge W. R. Campbell, who has been appointed 
Secretary of State Acting Lieutenant-Governor of Bensng during 
the temporary absence of Lieutenant-Colonel Anson, on leave to 
Europe, arrived here on Saturday last by the Tanjore from Ceylon. 

The local Government recently received a large supply of cop- 
per coins from China, about $4,000, but for some cause or other, 
which is not explained, only a very small portion of this supply, 
a few hundred dollars, has been placed in circulation. The ab 
lic are paying five and six cents on every dollar changed, which 
we think is a very high and ruinous rate.

CIIINESE COOLIES IN CUBA. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) ; . 

Another effort was made by Mr, Hughes on Friday to induce Parlia- 
ment to sanction some cff.ctive action fur the suppression of existing 
forms of rlave trade, chiefly known to the public under the euphemism 
of “‘coolie emigration.” The debate which follow. d the motisn of the 
member for Frome calling attention to the condition of the slave popu- 
lation of Cuba was not, however, of an encouraging character. So far 
as direct intervention, or effective action of any kind, is concerned, there 
is, indecd, nothing to be hoped for in the present state of public feeling. 
Mr. Gilpin’s hope that “ the discussion would revive something of that 
old anti-slavery feeling which formed one of the Hnest reminiscences of 
his younger days” is to all appearance very chimerical, The speakers 
on the other side, including the Under Secretary of Forcign Affairs, had 
a very casy part to playin showing the impracticability or inex pediency 
of doing anything. We have more thun once indicated the ouly course 
which would promise immediate results ; and those of a decisive kind 
as regards the further continuance of the traffic in coolies from the 
Chinese coast, the main source of. supply. If this were stopped, 
the evil would be circumscribed, and narrowed in fact to the suffering 
condition of those ulready transported to the American continent 
and the neighbouring colonies, And if no intervention in their 
behalf could be speedily or beneficially brought to bear, there would 
at least be the consolation of knowing that exch day would diminish the 
area of the evil. The course we have auzgested is ono the first sep in 
which was taken many ye.rs ago by the United States, when they pro- 
hibited any American vessel to carry coolics under labour contracts. 
There can be little doubt that they would cordially join the British Go- 
vernment to act in concert with the Chinese, and so enable the Imperial 
Government to prevent the embarkation of any cvolies under contract 
for foreign countries, unless or until securities could be devised by which 
goud faith with the emigrant could be secured on the other side, as well 
as perfect freedom of election on the part of the native in China, This 
can hardly be effected until China is prepared to place thoroughly com- 
petent consuls in the countrics where their subjects are to be transported, 
and to watch over their interests under the further security of treaty 
engagements. But if all further supply were stopped until these 
objects could be secured, means would undoubtedly be found of estab- 
lishing before lung a system uf emigration under adequate protection 
against flagrant abuses on either side of the Pacitic, and to the 
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mutual benofit of the nation supplying and the countries demanding 
the labour. Great Britain and the United States alone could per- 
fectly well secure this end, in concert with China. But whether 
alone or with other European Powers, there could be no insuperable 
obstacle—none which gvuod faith and honest determination could not 
satisfactorily dispose of, without any recourse to measures contrary to 
international usage or policy. Lord Enfield may think that “ it was a 
great misfortune, not only to the British West Indies, but to the Chinese 
themselves, that the emigration of Chinese to those islunds had becn 
stopped; because, as everyone knew, they wore well treated in those 
colonies, although there were some cases of abuse.” But if so, we doubt 
whether he has read with the care it deserves the instructive report of 
the Commissioners appointed to inquire into the treatment of immi- 
grants in British Guiana, presented to Parliament last session, or the 
not less instructive running commentary on it supplied by Mr. Jenkins 
in his notes taken on the spot. In any case, we must differ equally 
from Lord Enfield and the planters, who also lament the stoppage, 
when we reflect that this was entirely due to the Governments of France 
and Great Britain, in deference to tho representations of the colonial 
interest, refusing the proposal of the Chinese Government to limit the 
term of contract labour to five years, and insist upon a free passage back 
—the two conditions which France and England had expressly provided 
in two successive Conventions with each other in 1861 and 1862 as ne- 
ceasary for the protection of the Indian ryot from virtual slavery. The 
Chinese Government did well and wisely to resist the effort of the two 
European Powers to deprive the Chinese coolies of these safeguards 
against being converted into slaves; and it is difficult to understand 
upon what principle either France or England could justify the applica- 
tion of one rule for their guidance in dealing with the Indian ryot and 
another when the Chinese coolie was in question. 





The Daily Telegraph, with reference to the correspondence presented 
to Parliament on the subject which was summarised in our last issue, 
says:—We recommend the testimony of these four Chinamen to Par- 
liament, to Europe, to Portugal. They bring together such charges of 
deceit, avarice, infamous cruelty, ghastly cowardice, and fearful torture 
against the Macao officers, that humanity itself must risc and denounce 
the scarcely-disguised slave-trade of China, Of course the British 
representatives laid the horrible facts thus divulged before the Portu- 
guese Government in Macao; but the reply was most unsatisfactory. 
In place of unreservedly deploring a catastrophe which seems to dis- 
grace our common civilisation—in place of taking immediate and 
anxious steps to render such a thing for ever impossible in the future— 
we grieve to observe that the Marquis d’Avila thought it decent to 
respond with a éu quoque. He wrote a brief despatch curtly stating 
that ‘‘proper measures” already existed for the protection of the 
emigrant coolies and their becoming treatment while on board ship ; 
and then he concluded with a polite sneer, by remarking that the 
Macao exportation of Chinamen, was carried on ‘‘ far more legally 
than by the British at Hong Kong.” We are glad to see that this 
unworthy replication can be met by a denial as strong as the 
forms of diplomatic courtesy will permit. Sir Richard M’ Donnell most 
positively states in answer, that the Macao traders in human liberty 
and life can find no sort of justification in the emigrant traffic conducted 
from Hong Kong under our flag. Thus convicted, the Portuguese Go- 
vernment must at once wipe away such a stain—if, indeed, the shame 
and horror of that burning shipload of cheated slaves can ever be effaced. 
Tricked no doubt through their own folly and deceitfulness, these ignor- 
ant coolies are smuggled into the prison called a barracoon; the broker 
gets his price; the shipper makes hia profit; it is no one’s business to 
let the official forms be anything else than mere sham; and thus the 
hapless Chinaman at best finds himself transported like a sheep beyond 
the seas. 





THE WESLEYAN MISSION TO CHINA. 

The annual breakfast meeting of this institution was held at the 
City Terminus Hotel on Saturday. The proceedings commenced 
with the reading of the report, showing the progress made during the 
past year in China. The chairman, Mr. Boyd, of Manchester, fol- 
owed with a brief address, after which the Rev. Dr. Waddy moved a 
resolution to the effect that the meeting, while rejoicing in the success 
which had attended the efforts of the Mission to spread Chriatianity 
in China, was resolved to increase the means to be employed in ex- 
tending the work. Dr. Waddy spoke at great length in support of 
the motion, incidentally remarking that however widely the cfforts of 
the Mission might be extcnded, they must still fall far short of reach- 
ing even a small section of the enormous population of the Chinese 
Empire. Much good, however, had been effected. Not only had the 
agents of the Mission succeeded in spreading the knowledge of reli- 
gious trnths, but they had contributed in no small degree to the dis- 
aipation of that hatred and distrust of foreigners which is so marked 
4 feature in the Chinese character, and from which arose the “ Shan- 
sin-fan” excitement of last year. Several other gentlemen, some of 
them personally connected with the China Mission, having spoken in 
np deol of Dr. Waddy’s observations, the proceedings were brought to 
a close. 





Rear ADMIRAL James F. B. Wainwnicut died at Southsea, on the 
28rd inst., aged 57. The deceascd admiral entered the navy in Oc- 
tober, 1832, became licutenant in 1841, and commander in 1849. As 
commander of the Winchester, in 1852, he -was honourably mentioned 
for his gallant conduct at the storming of two forts in the vicinity of 
Prome, Burmah, and in 1853 was reported for his efficient services 
against pirates in the Chincse waters. 
of the naval establishment at Bermuda from Scptember, 1864, until 
advanced to flag rank, July 26, 1869. 

Sir C. WinoFiExp bas asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs it he would lay before Parliament auy further correspondence 
that had passed between Iler Majesty's Government and that of Portu- 
gal on the subject of the emigration of Chinese coolies from Macao. 
Lord ENFIELD said that there was no farther correspondence cn the 
subject that he could produce. It appeared, however, from a report of 
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the Hong Kong authorities in answer to the Portuzuese allegations, 
that the coolic emigration was better condictzd at Macao than at 
Hong Kong. 

In the last number of the Phwniz is a continuation of the Japanese 
paper on Commerce, translated by Mr. W. G. Aston, who is at present 
in England, and has just brought outa ‘‘ Grammar of the Japanese 
Written Language.” Mr. W. ‘I’. Mercer, M.A., late of Hong Kong, 
writes some very intercating notes on ‘‘ Japanese Proverbs,” which 
were algo contributed by Mr. Aston. 

Tae AMERICANS IN JAPAN.—A New York journal saya advices of a 
trustworthy though not official character lately received from Japan 
represent the authorities of that country as exceedingly dissatisfied 
with one of the American officials, engaged to introduce the modern 
systems of administration into the empire, and the prospects of other 
applicants for the Japanese public service are materially injured 
thereby. 

The sailing Indiaman Star of India has arrived from Colombo, and 
disembarked the following military oificers and troops:—Royal 
Artillery, 14 men ; Royal Engineera, 1 man ; 73rd Infantry, Capt. S. 
W. Sharpe and 53 rank and file ; Ceylon Rifles, Lieut. P. W. Tombs; 
Medical Staff, Staff-Surg. C. L. Hind; 9 women, and 19 children. 

Our naval squadron in China is to be increased by the addition of 
the Cadmus, wooden screw corvette, of 17 guns, 1,466 tons burthen, 
and 400-horse power. The Cadmus is now one of the vessels of the 
Flying Squadron, but will be detached at Bombay and proceed from 
thence to China. 

Tue Senatus of the University of Glasgow has conferred the degree 
of LL.D. upon the Rev. Carstairs Douglas, the senior {missionary of 
the English Presbyterian Church in China. 

The P. and O. Co.’s steamer Cathay was launched at Dumbarton on 
the 25th inst., and will be delivered over to the company the first 
week in June. 

THE party of Japanese which left Yokohama by the French mail of 
5th March are now at Lyons inspecting the manufactories of the city. 

THE new steamer Surprise is loading at Hull with barges and lighters 
for the Amoorriver. She will call at Singapore and Nagasaki en route. 

We learn by the Cape of Good Hope mail that H.M.S. Ocean has 
arrived in Simon's Bay, en route to England from China. 


HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrerpaw, April 24. 

The members of the Second Chamber are discussing the Bill which 
proposes to levy an income-tax. Itnow seems certain that this measure 
will be rejected, as several Liberals are in opposition. If this result is 
obtained it would be much to the satisfaction of the nation generally, 
but it is doubtful whether in that case Mr. Blusse, our able Minister of 
the Financial Department, would not feel himself compelled to resign. 

The Japanese Government has communicated with our Government, 
inquiring whether there are no young Dutchmen able and desirous of 
entering into the State service of Japan, which is being reorganised 
upon European principles, I hear that the Japanese Ambassadors 
who are shortly to visit England will arranye this matter with our 
Minister for Foreign Affairs during their stay at the Hague. It is very 
strange that our Government did not give any publicity to this affair, 
by inserting some advertisements in our leading newspapers, There 
are numbers of young men of ability here who are desirous of employ- 
ment. 

The Company Nederland has issued its proposal for a loan of 
f.3.500,000, to build more steamers, Up to this moment it has not 
transpired whether the amount is subscribed or not. From the first 
there has not been much disposition to back this national enterprise. 

The Government has laid before the members of the Second Chamber 
a Bill asking a supplementary credit of f.15,194.94, in order to pay to 
Mr. Myer the balance of his salary and his expenses for the voyage from 
Java. 

I regret to record the deaths of Licutenant-General A. J. Andreson, 
ex-Commander of the East India Army, and of Mr. A. J. L. Stratenus, 
ex- Minister of Foreisn Affairs. 

THE ROTTERDAM BANK. 

The annual report of the managers of the Rotterdam Bank has 
just been published. The business transacted by the bank in Europe 
during 1871 reached the total sum of £.252,780,267.14, showing 
an increase of f.40,005, 241.02 compared with 1870, and giving a net 
profit of a little over twelve per cent.on the capital. In Java the main 
object of the bank has been to liquidate the unprofitable investments 
which had been formerly made there. The head agency at Batavia, 
under the temporary management of one of the directors of the bank, 
Mr. Canters, has given good results, if the ycar 1871 be alone taken 
into consideration. But the liquidation of several assets has shown im- 
portent deficiencics on the valuations, and the consequence has been that 
the account of losses and profits of this agency exhibits a deficit of 
f.111,189.30. The valuation of the assets of the bank in Java have been 
reduced to a moderate amount, and the managers are confident that on 
the whole they fully represent the value for which they are now pat 
down upon the books of the bank, ‘The managers have, however, come 
to the conclusion that the Batavia agency as it now exists must be 
wound up, and this is to be officially announced by the lst of July 
next. They wish, however, to continue their co-operation in the trade 

‘ bween the Netherlands and their colonies to as great an extent a8 
posible. Mr. Cunters has consented to remain at the head of theagency 


in Jiguidation foranother year, ut the expiration of which the directors 
will propose other nece-sary measures for an efficient repre-entation of 
the bank in India. The loss oceasioncd by the agency has reduced the 
available profits of the head othve to £.249,s04.854, out of which 


f.49,960.97 have been placed to account of the reserve funds, and a divi- 
dund of £6.25 per share, equivalent to five per cent. per annum, is 
declared. 

The report has gceneralJy made a very favourable impression, as it 
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shows clearly that the position of the bank is now effectively consoli- 
dated, and that the shareholders have every reason to believe that the 
really remunerative business of the head office will no longer be mate- 
rially affected by the unsatisfactory position of the Colonial branches. 
The rateat which the shares aro quotcd on Exchange, viz., 10 premium, 
being f.135 for the £125 paid up shares, is a proof of-the favourable 
appreciation of the position of the bank. 
PRODUCE MARKETS. 

A want of animation continuca to be the prevailing characteristic of 
our Produce markets, and the busincss done throughout the past weck 
offers hardly any change to report in prices of any leading article, except 
sugar, which is creeping up. The April sale of Coffee, on account of 
the Netherlands Trading Company, went off at irregular prices, byt 
generally more favourable than had been expected. Tin has assumed 
a quiet appearance, but prices remain unaltered. 

CorFrexs.—The Trading Company's public sale opened flatly and 
prices ruled at firat slightly below the valuations, but the competition 
soon increased, and caused not only the partial reduction to be recovered, 
but prices ultimately to exceed the valuations by 4c. to dc. for the bulk, 
Q4e. to 3hc. fur the Menado, and 4c. to Ife. for the Santos.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, April 20. 

The treaty of commerce and navigation with the German Empire has 
been approved by the Cortes. This treaty will contribute to develop 
our commerce, and to unite more closely the friendship between our 
country and the New Empire. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs, in the course of the debate on the 
budget of his department, said that the Government had been authori-ed 
to establish consulates of the first class in those places where their services 
are required, and that two had already been established, one in Peru and 
another in Havana, These two con-ulates will probably enjoy extensive 
revenues, At tle samo time, added the Minister, it is certain that in 
both ports in which the consulates had been established some exceptional 
circumstances have arisen which the Government are desirous of ame- 
liorating. Both to Peru and Havana there is a con-iderable immigra- 
tion of coolies from Macao. I am asked (said the Minister to the deputy 
Senor Osorio) why the emigration of coolies obliges us to establish con- 
sulates of the first class in those ports. I asked myself this same ques- 
tion, before taking a resolution on the subject, and I formed the opinion 
that the consulates ure necessary for two reasons, first in the interest of 
humanity, and, secondly, to withdraw the responsibility from Portugal 
which the press of Europe has attempted to cast upon us for 
authorising the transport of coolies from Mucao to Cuba, and thus 
as it states, protecting slavery. ‘I'his accusation is quite untrue, unjust, 
and without precedent; to justify us, it is cnough to understand the 
laws which we have made and which are in force in our colony of 
Macao. All necessary measures, sanitary and protective, have been 

adopted and put in execution, and al:nost every day have to be cm- 
ployed. The Government of Portugal is bound to protect in Portuguese 
territory all persons of whatever nation making Jabour contracts when 
the representatives of the countries of which tiey are natives cannot do 
80. China has no representative either in Havanaor in Pera, while the 
Peruvian and Spanis Government cannot accept the protection of a 
Portugue+e Consul for persons who are not Portuguese ; amd tor this 
reason the Minister for Forcisn Affairs sat he hid drawn up a conu- 
vengion which would be laud betere tue Cortes, iu which clauses 
quite new and Fpecial were introduced, by which clauses our Con. 
suls are directed and empowered to protect all emeyrants from any 
country, and to insestizate ull labour ecentracts, employing all means to 
Prevent any emigrant trom bem compeded to serve against his will, 
also to render all those services which the Government of a civilised 
country ought to furnish to persons placed in such a position. The 
Government of Peru has accepted these conditions, and the Minister 
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considers that any abuses which have existed in connection with coolie 
omigration must now cease, 

The Foreign Minister has laid before the Cortes a White-book com- 
prising 135 docnments, preceded by an interesting report referring to 
the nezotiations of a treaty of commerce with Great Britain. It contains 
the whole history, accompanied by the documenta, of the negotiation 
begun in 1866, and which has lasted until nuw without any result, to 
obtain a modification in the scale of dutios of the export of wine to 
England. From all these documents it is to be inferred that our Go- 
vernment has done its best in this affair, but that the resistance of the 
English Government has been insurmountable, 





UNITED STATES. 


The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce has held a meeting at 
which the following memorial was adopted unanimously :—That the 
increasing claims of commerce on the Pacitic Ocean, the opening of a 
more friendly intercourse with countries bordering thereon, and larger 
facilities for the transportation of passengers, and freight from this 
point to the Atlantic seaboard, require the permanent lines of first class 
steamships under morc liberal patronaze of Government, from San 
Francisco to China and Japan, as also to the British colonies of Aus- 
tralia and New. Zealand. That the encouragement of these two lines of 
steamers by Congress semi-monthly to China and Japan, and monthly 
to the Australiau and New Zealand colonies, is a matter of vital conse. 
quence to the people of the United States, inasmuch as it would un- 
doubtedly result in diverting a large portion of the trade and intercourse 
with most of the countries and productive islands of the Pacific Ocean 
from the time-worn routes via the Cape of Good Hope or the Isthmus 
of Suez to the American Continent; that, in the opinion of this 
Chamber, it should be equally the policy of the Government to foster 
intercourse by sea as well as by land, and to grant reasonable subsidies 
to lines of mail steamers for the purpose of attracting and securing 
foreign commerce to our own shores as well as to extend assistance to 
lines of railroad for the purpose of facilitating and developing internal 
communication. That it is the earnest prayer of this Chamber that 
Congress should extend such assistance to steamers plying between this 
port and China and Japan as will enablo them to secure permanently 
the vast advantages of the trade between these countries by the estab- 
lishment of a semi-monthly line, and also by such other assistance to 
steamers plying between this port and the British colonies of Australia 
and New Zealand as will promote the important and increasing inter- 
course with these rich and rapidly developing countries.

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

WE give in another column the resolutions passed at a 
special meeting of the Straits Association on this very im- 
portant subject, and which have no doubt been duly trans- 
mitted to the Colonial Secretary by the Chairman. Lord 
KimpBerLey has now before him the united voice of the 
Straits community against the construction and working of 
the proposed railway by the local Government, as ex- 
pressed, first of all, by the Legislative Council, after a 
lengthened inquiry, then by the inhabitants of Singapore 
in public meeting, next by the press of the colony, and 
now by the Straits Association here, composed of old resi- 
dents in the Straits, still largely engaged in its trade and 
deeply interested in the prosperity of the colony. The 
united opinion thus unmistakably expressed is, that the 
proposed railway is essentially of a private character, that 
public money should not be expended upon it, and that the 
local Government should not meddle either with its con- 
struction or working, but leave the matter entirely in private 
hands. The docks and wharves in New Harbour, which 
the proposed railway is intended to connect with the town, 
are all private property. They rose one after another, 
as the wants of the trade demanded, without Government 
interference and without any aid from the publio treasury ; 
and if this railway is really a public necessity, it will be made 
in the same way, and may very safely be left to private 
enterprise and capital. We may just notice a very ex- 
traordinary argument in favour of Government constructing 
the railway used by one two speakers at the public meet- 
ing at Singapore. They maintained that it had become a 
necessity on the part of Government, in order to put an 
end to the rivalry existing among the wharf-owners! On 
the same principle the Government would require to take 
over the whole trade of the place, for every merchant is the 
rival of his neighbour ; and it would be curious to inquire 
what injury is inflicted on the public by such rivalry, that 
the Government should be called on to put it down. What 
public haim has resulted from the competition among the 
dock and wharf owners? It is not long since there was only 
ove dock in New Harbour. What were dock charges then, 
and what are they now? Suppose the docks and wharves 
were all taken over by Government, instead of being left 
in private hands, competing for public support, and 
worked on the most approved colonial system ; would the 
public gain by the change? The thing is too absurd to 
require an answer. But it is said that a railway is quite a 
different thing, not ¢his railway. Mr. GiLrituan, in his able 
letter in the London and China Telegraph of February 5, 
and Dr. Litruz, Mr. ADamson, ond others, in their speeches 
at the Singapore] public meeting, showed very plainly that 
the proposed railway is simply intended to accommodate the 
traffic between the private wharves in New Harbour and the 
town, and that it does not partake, in any sense, of a public 
character. It is, therefore, as clearly a work for private en- 
terprise as the docks and wharves themselves, and a work 
in which we venture to say no Government can interfere 
without mischief both to public and private interests. 

The unanimity of the Straits press is somewhat re- 
markable ; for although the editor of the Straits Observer, 
in his capacity of advocate, speaks in favour of Govern- 
ment interference, yet as editor he takes the trouble of 
writing two articles strongly in favour of the views expressed 
at the public meeting. He even goes out of his way to refer 
to aspeech of Lord Derby in support of those views, and 
deprecating the intervention of Governments in such mat- 
ters. With the additional evidence on the subject now be- 
fore him, all strongly opposed to Government intervention 
and the employment of public money on a purely private 
undertaking, as this railway evidently is, there can hardly be 
a doubt that Lord Kimperzey will now decide to carry out 
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the views of the Straits community and leave the question 
where they wish it to be left, and where it was left by the 
Legislative Council—entirely in private hauds. As already 
said, if the railway is really wanted the wharf-owners and 
the public, if let alone, will soon find out the way by which 
the work can be best accomplished. 








THE CONSULAR SERVICE IN CHINA. 

THE Select Committee on the Diplomatic and Consular 
Services met again last week, when Sir R. ALCOCK was 
examined at some length upon the condition of the Con- 
sular Service in China, respecting which be expressed a very 
decided opinion that it was both “ under-manned and under- 
paid,” undermanned as regarded the number of officers re- - 
quired to keep the staff at the ports in efficient working 
order, and underpaid as regarded the necessities of the posi- 
tion of the officers employed. He stated that the avnual value 
of the trade with China was more than £42,000,000, that 
it gave employment to upwards of 7,000 vessels under the 
British flag, and that the delegates of the Shanghai Chamber 
of Commerce in their able report upon the trade of the upper 
Yangteze, had shown that this trade;had a tendency to in- 
crease at the rate of from £2,000,000 to £3,000,000 a-year. 
He further expressed his opinion that the large increase of 
the trade for the last few years was due to the opening of 
new ports, which were subsidiary to the great depots of Hong 
Kong and Shanghai, and that the withdrawal of « Consulate 
from any of those ports would be followed by a diminution 
in the value of the trade betweea China and Great Britain. 
We need hardly say that we perfectly concur with these 
remarks, go far at least as the underpayment of Consular offi- 
cers is concerned, and, as facts and figures are stuuburn things, 
we would refer our readers to “ Appendix 1.,” given by the 
Shanghai delegates at the end of their report, from which it 
will be seen the value of British produce exported to China 
from the United Kingdom in 1858 (the year in which the 
Treaty of Tientsin was concluded) was £2,876,447, whilst 
ten years later, after the new ports on the Yangtsze and in 
the Gulf of Pechili had been opened, this value had risen to 
£7,621,644. Such figures need no comment, they tell their 
own tale; and there can be no doubt that if China were tapped, 
so to speak, at other points, along her extensive seaboard and 
upon her great rivers, a largely increased consumption of our 
manufactures would be the result; but these points should 
be selected with care, and only after due consideration. The 
fact is that with the increase of our Consular ports a corres- 
ponding increase has taken place in the value of our export 
trade to China, and that the cost of the whole Consular Estab- 
lishment there represents a very small per centage on the 
value of our total trade with a country which contains 
within its borders perhaps one-third of the human race. 
Our Consular officers in China, however, must be more 
encouraged than they have been of late by increased rates 
of pay and more liberal arrangements as to retiring allow- 
ances, or the country that employs them will eventually be 
the loser. Unless, indeed, their present status be improved, 
the advice which in all seriousness we would give to any 
young man who may contemplate entering the service would 
be equally short and emphatic as that once tendered by Mr. 
Puncu to persons about to marry—“ Don’t.” 


Tr will be seen by our Lisbon correspondent’s letter ia 
auother column, that the Minister of Foreign Affairs at 
Lisbon, has at length come forward with a proposition to 
establish first-class Consular establishments in Peru and 
Cuba, with special instructions to protect Chinese immi- 
grants. So far so good; but this does not meet the case. 
It is prevention, not cure, we require. It is idle to 
contend for a moment that the Chinese go on board 
at Macao as free emigrants. They are cajoled and de- 
ceived, and hence the fit of frenzy which urges them to 
set fire to the ship or commit any other act which will 
procure their freedom. It is this that the Portuguese Go- 
vernment must prevent. Sir CaarLes WINGFIELD, M.P., 
and others propose that the British Government should act 
in concert with the Chinese Government and forbid this 
emigration from Macao. This is not practicable, inasmuch 
as Macao is Portuguese territory ; and although the Chinese 
Government always dispute that it is ceded in perpetuity, 
there can be no question that Macao and its harbours are 
de facto under the rule and possession of the Portuguese. 
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Tue Consular reports which we publish in another column 
from Batavia and Manila will be read with interest at this 
time, while a Commission is sitting to inquire into the work- 
ing of the Consular Service. The report of Mr. Rickerts, 
the paid Consul at Manila, is very exhaustive, and we trust 
that our Government will see fit to procure from the 
Spanish Government at Madrid such facilities a8 the French 
and German Consuls possess, that we may be the better able 
to carry out the rights and wants of British subjects. 


WE most heartily commend the proposal of the Rev. J. 
Epxrns and his coadjutors at Peking for the establishment 
of a “Society for the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge.” The 
undertaking seems indeed grotesque when we remember the 
vast population which surrounds the promoters; but they 
are the sort of men who do not “despise the day of small 
things.” The induction of but a handful of the intelligent 
Chinese at Peking into Western notions will be instrumental 
in permeating the masses. 


CONSULAR REPORT FROM BATAVIA. 
(By Acting Consul Fraser, Nov. 24.) 


The Consulate of Batavia embraces entire Java, Sumatra, the 
Dutch possessions in the Moluccas, Borneo, and the islands in 
Gaspar, and Billiton Straits. The Consul’s residence is Batavia, 
and the appointment is at present filled by Acting-Consul Mr. 
W.T. Fraser, late Vice-Consul at Samarang. and for ten years 
engaged in the Consular affairs at this port, and at Sourabaya and 
Samarang. The newly appointed Consul, Mr. N. McLean, will take 
charge at Batavia on the 1st December next. 

The work of the Consulate is increasing yearly, while the fees 
are decreasing, owing to the numerous means of communication. 
Java is now much more visited than formerly, and the Consul’s 
time is much more taken up by rendering advice and assistance 
than it ever was previously. The Consul is always at his post 
from 930 am. till 4.50 p.m., and his duties consist in engaging 
and discharging seamen, noting and extending protests, drawing 
out powers of money, bottomry bonds, and other legal documents, 
carrying on the general correspondence with the Home and 
the Netherlands Indian Governments, giving advice and assist- 
ance to British ship-masters and seamen, settling disputes, hold- 
ing Naval Courts, and taking measures for the recovery and 
salvage of wrecked or lost property, caring for the affairs of the 
British Church Establishment, Her Majesty’s ships of war, and 
other matters too numerous to mention here. ler Majesty's 
Consuls at this and other ports come far more into contact with 
all departments of the Netherlands Indian Government than any 
of their colleagues, and have very much more Consular business 
to transact and Consular responsibilities to bear. 


The Consul here received no allowance for office expenses, but 
being allowed to trade, has the Consular office with hig mercantile 
office. The fees, as above stated, are given to the clerks. they 
aggregated—in 1868, £259 19s. 4d.; in 1869, £242 12s, 4d.; in 
1870, £272 19s. 8d.; the eleven months in 1871, £123 19s, 4d. 

There are at present only two unpaid Vice. Consulates under my 
jurisdiction, namely, at Sourabaya and Samarang, and these ap- 
pointmenta being held by partners in my mercantile establish- 
ments at these ports, no office expenses are allowed. ‘The fees 
are, as at Batavia, given to the Consular clerk. 

My position has always been most friendly with the various 
Departments of the local Government, who have invariably done 
everything in their power to render me assistance when I have re- 
quired it in the discharge of my Consular duties. My colleagues 
and myself are upon precisely the same footing with regard to 
immunity from the militia service. The appointment of Consul 
merely gives a certain status to the person holding the office, but 
no advantage accrues from it. 


The present table of fees I consider quite satisfactory, and have 
never heard any complaints made regarding it by British ship- 
masters. . 

The instructions for the Consular Service received from the Go- 
veroment and the Board of Trade are so voluminous that it is 
almost impossible for a Consul to act always in strict accordance 
with them. It is most requisite that a revised edition of the 
Consular Instructions be issued, embracing both the original and 
supplementary instructions. 

With regard to the Consular Service in Netherlands India, I 
consider it most necessary that, owing to the large arrival of 
British bottoms that now visit the various ports under my jurisdic- 
tion (and which is certain to increase), that unpaid Vice-Consulates 
be appointed at the following places: Pasgarcan, near Sourabaya, 
Maccassa in Celebes, und Padang in Sumatra. The rank of the 
Consular officer at Batavia might also be Consul-General without 
any increase to the present salary of £200 per annum, should 
this be thought advisable by Her Majesty’s Government. Her 
Majesty’s representative would then be on an equality with the 
French Consular Officer. 
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MANILA. 
(By Consul Ricketts.) 


The jurisdiction of this Consulate extends over the whole of the 
Philippine Archipelago, from latitude 5 deg. to 20 deg. N., and 
from long. 118 deg. to 127 deg. E.

From the foregoing statement it will be notiecd that Great 
Britain and her colonies were the chief consumers of Philippine 
produce. A certain portion of the export trade to the United 
States was also carried on by some of the British mercantile firms 
in Manila. 

The following gives the number of the subjects of each State 
residing in the Philippines :—British subjects, 150 ; French, 26 ; 
American, 31 ; German, 34 ; Swiss, 20; Belgian, 3; Italian, 2; 
Portuguese, 2; Turkish, 4 ; total, 272. 

Germany. the United States, Denmark, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Portugal, Italy, and France maintain Consular officers in this 
country ; all of these, with the exception of the French Consul, 
are engaged in commerce. The staff of the French Consulate 
consists of one Consul and one Chancelier, the former receiving 
30,COOf., and the latter 8,000f. per annum. ‘The French Consul 
is allowed 300f. a year for stationery, and 1,000f. for other office 
expenses. The duties appertaining to this Consulate relate 
chiefly to commerce. Situated. however, as the Philippines are 
as regards Borneo, Sulu, Labuan, Sarawak, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, and China, they are not altogether without interest in a 
political point of view, and hence the character of this post may 
be termed politico-commercial. 


RENT, LIVING, ETC. 

Since the year 1858, or, rather, since 1863, the year in which 
this country was visited with a severe shock of earthquake, the 
rent of houses has risen 100 per cent. ; the rent of a small house 
with a thatched roof is from £5 to £3 a month; the rent of a 
better class of house varies from £16 to £26 a month. The price 
of meat has more than doubled since 1858, beef is now Gd. to 10d. 
a pound, and is bad at any price; butter, 5s. to 7s.a pound; 
potatoes, 1d. each ; small chickens, 1s. cach ; fruit and vegetables, 
wine and beer, are all much dearer than in Singapore or Hong 
Kong; ice, £3 11s.a month; firewood, £1 10s. to £2 8 month; 
drinking water and bathing water have in many places to be pur- 
chased. The rates of wages vary ; thus, wages ot cooks are from 
£3 to £6 a month, other servants from £1 to £2 a month, but this 
does not include their maintenance. Seven or eight servants are 
also required for a family, as in India. ‘he distances being 
somewhat great, a carriage is a matter of necessity. The first 
cost of the same. with a pair of country ponies, may be reckoned 
at the least at £200 sterling. 

SALARIES. 


The salaries given by first-class mercantile firms are £1,000 to 
£1,200 per annum for head clerks, in addition to which they are 
partly maintained. Junior clerks £500 to £700 sterling per 
annum, and partly maintained. The salary of the Consul at 
Manila in 1858 was £1,000 sterling, in addition to which he was 
permitted to collect the fees on his own account ; these at that 
time amounted to about £250 sterling. The salary of the Secre- 
tary was then £300 sterling per annum. The pay and allowance 
of the Consul is now £1,300 sterling, or about the same as it 
formerly was, and in reality rather less than that of a head clerk 
in a mercantile firm. The Secretary now receives £300 sterling. 
The staff of this Consulate consists of one Consul and one 
Secretary. 


At present I have the office in my own house, as I find it more 
convenient for business. 


wee 
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A far greater amount of fees was formerly taken, owing to the 
charges having been fixed at 7s. instead of 2s. for engaging and 
discharging seamen ; further notarial charges were made for draw- 
ing up protests, and a commission was received on the sales of 
condemned vessels ; these charges have long been discontinued. 


There are three Vice-Consulates within this jurisdiction, namely 
Sual, C>bu, and Ilo Ilo. The Vice-Consul of Sual receives a salary 
of £400 sterling per annum, and is permitted to retain all the 
fees collected by him. The average amount of the fees collected 
at Sual during the years 1868, 1869, and 1870, was £110s. The 
Vice-Consuls of Cebu and Ilo Ilo receive no salary, but are entitled 
to retain the fees. During the time Mr. Kerr had charge of the 
Vice-consulate of Cebu no fees were levied by him. The present 
Vice.Consul, however, of that port collects fees, and has taken on 
this account during the present year the sum of £12 sterling. 
The Vice-Consul at Ilo Ilo states that the amount of fees collected 
by him during the last year was £2 4s. Gd., and that he estimates 
£20 sterling to be a good average. Previously to Mr- Higgins’s 
time no fees were levied at Ilo Ilo. 

The principal advantage which any one engaged in trade derives 
from holding the rank of Consul is that it acts asa patent to 
him, and enables him to extend his correspondence and connec- 
tion. The individual in such cases probably benefits by the rank 
conferred on him, but the community suffers, as the Consul, who 
is also a merchant, has little time left for the management of 

ublic affairs ; further, if as a merchant he be desirous of securing 

is own welfare, he will, in his capacity of Consul, seek at all 
times to avoid any discussion with the authorities, and hence he 
is in reality debarred from upholding the rights of those who call 
on him for his interference ; in short, the occupation of a mer- 
chant is altogether incompatible with the duties of a Consul. 


Of the uncertainty of the duration of royal edicts in this coun- 
try an instance was lately furnished, in the matter of the differ- 
ential duties, which were re-introduced about six weeks after the 
date of their abolition. On the other hand, German and French 
Consuls residing in Spain, in addition to the privileges above 
mentioned, enjoy, under the guarantee of Treaties, personal in- 
violability, except in those cases in which they are known to have 
committed any grievous crime. 

The attributions of a British Consul in this country being uy- 
defined, his acts arealways liable to be questioned—representations 
to the authorities on behalf of British subjects have frequently to 
be made, and however calmly put forward they are as a rule re- 
ceived with a bad grace ; this, among other things, causes reference 
and creates delay in the transaction of affairs of even the sim- 
plest nature ; but matters would probably assume a different as- 
pect, if a Consular convention somewhat similar to that made be- 
tween Spain and Germany, and signed on the 22nd of February, 
1870, at Madrid, were entered into between Great Britain and 
Spain, and extended without reserve to this Colony. I say without 
reserve, as the clogging a Treaty with conditional clauses leaves 
the door open for chicanery and disputes, and destroys the very 
end for which it is intended. 


The French convention on the subject of the functions and 
privileges of Consuls is in some respects better than the German, 
ut both these arrangements are more or less incomplete; for 
instance, the action of Consuls is restricted to the imprisonment 
of deserters only ; but this power might, without any difficulty, 
be extended to the imprisonment and arrest of all persons com- 
posing the crews of vessels whom the Consul may find it neces- 
sary to confine, whether it be for breach of discipline or anything 
else. It should also be stipulated that the term of imprisonment 
in all such matters rests solely in the hands of the Consular 
authority, and that Consuls have a right to sit as judges in differ- 
ences between seamen without the interference of the local 
authorities, so long as the tranquillity of the port is not dis- 
turbed. The local authorities should also be required to enforce 
the decrees of the Consul, if necessary. 


The right of deciding civil cases between our own people, not 
seamen, by arbitration, and of having those decisions acknowledged 
and respected by the tribunals of the country is also desirable ; 
indeed this would be a great boon to persons residing in a country 
where justice is either tardy or expensive, or impossible to be 
obtained. As regards any interference by the authorities in mat- 
ters relating to the estates of deceased subjects, this should be 
restricted solely to those cases in which any claims are brought 
against the estate of a subject dying intestate which the Consul 
refuses to acknowledge, or when the succession is disputed by 
third parties. 


The German Convention limits the action of Consuls in salvage 
cases ; the French Convention, however, allows no interference on 
the part of the authorities in these matters; the latter then might 
be adopted in this respect instead of the former. Little or no 
distinction is made in either of these Conventions between the 
attributions and privileges of those who aro Consuls’ Envoyés and 
those who are engaged in commerce, and yet this is a matter 
which ought not to have been altogether passed over in silence ; 
but of this hereafter. 


_ Another great difficulty which a British agent has to deal with 
in this country when called on to protect the interests of the 
subjects of his nation proceeds from the course adopted by the 
Spanish Government, of refusing to admit as applicable to this 
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Colony the Treaties which have hitherto been entered into be- 
tween Great Britain and Spain. Such being the case I would 
suggest that some new Treaty arrangement be entered into, de- 
fining the rights, privileges, and exemptions of our people re- 
siding here, or resorting here for purposes of trade, and according 
to them the same privileges as have been or may at any time 
hereafter be granted by ‘I'reaty or otherwise to the subjects of 
any other nation. 

Relative to the collection of fees. 
it would be advantageous to the interests of all parties, sup- 

osing the present shipping charges were abolished and replaced 
p one uniform charge on the tonnage of vessels, masters would 
then know exactly what they were required to pay, many differ- 
ences would be avoided, and the revenue arising from this 
source would be increased. French vessels, in addition to the 
payment of a fee for every service rendered at the Consulate, are 
subjected to the charge of 2d. a ton up to 300 tons; our ship- 
owners then would hardly complain if in lieu of all other charges 
they were called on to pay a tee of but ld.a ton for every ton 
register, from 100 to 1,000 tons. 

The overt acknowledgment of the political character of our 
Consuls Envoyés, on the part of the State of receiving them ; the 
admission of their judicial authority in differences between sea- 
men as hereinbefore explained ; the drawing a line of demarcation 
between this class of agents and those who are merchants ; and 
the accurate definition by Treaty of the status and functions ap- 
pertaining to each class,—can alone remedy this state of things, 
and secure to such as are Consuls mzssi a proper degree of free- 
dom in the exercise of their duties. ‘Aad here,as a means of 
determining the status of these agents, I would suggest :— 

That the title of Consuls and Vice-Consuls be alone conferred 
on such as are paid functionaries of the States ; 

That these, without any exception, be prohibited from engaging ’ 
either directly or indirectly in commercial pursuits ; 

“That those agents who are merchants receive the appellation 
of “ Commercial Agents.” 

That a jurisdiction be alone permitted to those who are Consuls 
and Vice-Consuls’ Envoyés, and that the functions of commercial 
agents be restricted solely to the signing ships’ papers, to the per- 
aormance of notarial acts, and to the repatriating seamen when 
in distress.

THE STRAITS ASSOCIATION AND THE SINGAPORE 
RAILWAY. 

At a special meeting of the Straits Settlements Association, held 
on the 18th April, to consider the resolutions against the con- 
struction by the Local Government of the proposed Singapore 
Railway, passed at a general meeting of the inhabitants of 
Singapore on 23rd February last, the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted. 

1. That the resolutions passed at the public meeting held at Singapore 
on the 23rd February, and the letter of the Chairman of the Association 
in Singapore with referonce to that meeting, be now read. 

2. That this Association cordially agrees with the resolutions passed 
at the aforesaid mecting, protesting against the construction and work- 
ing of the Singapore and New Harbour Railway being undertaken by 
the Colonial Government. 

3. That the principles at stake in this question command the aseent of 
this Association, and appear so indisputable that they cannot fail to be 
respected by the Colonial-office, and that this Association understands 
those principles to be—that public money should not be applied toa 
purpose essentially of a private character,-—that only the very gravest 
considerations of Imperial policy (which it cannot be pretended are con- 
cerned in the proposed railway) can justify the Colonial-office in eaforc- 
ing the expenditure of the revenue of the Colony against the wishes of 
the people, as distinctly expressed in public meeting, and by the delibe- 
rate decision of the Legislative Council. 

4. That the resolutions now passed, and a copy of those passed at the 
public meeting in Singapore, be forthwith transmitted by the chairman 
to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 





THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN ENGLAND. 

The 86th Synod of the above body was held in London last week, 
and the report on the mission work in China was one of the most in- 
tereating features of it. A detailed statement was given of the work 
progressing at each of the ports in China, drawn up and presented by 
Mr. Hugh Matheson. Alluding to Formosa the report says :— 

Mr. Ritchie tells us that in December last he had the privilege of 
baptising on one Lord's-day at Kamana 53 adults and 7 children, 
and on the following Sabbath at Kongana, 31 adults and 3 children. 
In one of his visits to Bakea he was accompanied by Commander Bax, 
of H.M.S. Dwarf, who addressed a congregation of about 400 persons 
in such a way as to bring (cars to many eyes, and at the close, one of 
the deacons rose and requested Mr. Ritchie to thank this naval officer 
for his visitand for joining them in their services. In this group of 
villages occupied by the Aborigines 183 members were added to the 
Church during the past year. The statistics for the year are in- 
teresting :—

At Kongana the mandarin, formerly hostile, is now a convert, and 
seeks to preach the faith which he once destroyed. Among the Chi- 
nese on the island there have been many conversions, but chiefly at 
the inland station of Alikang, where thirty-three have been added to 
the Church. At Tang-kang, with a population of 10,000, fourteen 
adults have been baptised—two being educated men; one has helped 
in securing the present place of meeting of the Church, and the other 
since his conversion has exerted a most beneficial influence on his 
neighbours. During the last autumn Dr. Maxwell and Mr. Ritchie 
made a journey to the northern end of the island for the purpose of 
seeing for themselves the work of grace among the Sekhoan or civi- 
lised aborigines in that part. It originated in the Gospel having been 
carried by one of their number from the hospital at Taiwanfoo some 
time previously. Hearing of this work, two native helpers were de- 
spatched to the district, and had been absent about five months, 

Mr. J. E. Mathieson presented the treasurers report relating to 
China, which he said was exceedingly encouraging. He mentioned 
that there were now ‘as many as fifteen missionaries and forty-five 
teachers engaged in the work of the Church, representing a large 
amount of agency of the best kind, on the extension of which depen- 
ded the growth of our mission in China. The largest item of expense 
was for the{ salaries of six students, who represented the Church’s 
College in Amoy, under Mr. Douglas and his fellow-labourers. None 
of their present evangelists had yet been settled as pastors over single 
congregations ; but it was felt necessary that for the salvation of our 
fellow men in that country there should be thoroughly trained men 
such as these, who would by-and-by be settled as pastors over some 
of the outlying stations. The expenses of last year were only £200 in 
excess of the expenses of the previous year, and this fact showed the 
economical and careful way in which the funds were taken care of. 
During last year they received from allsources asum of £7,060, which 
was sufficient to meet all the expenses of the Mission; but he would 
say at once that thatsum would not suffice for the expenses during 
the current year,'for they would require at least £9,000. 

The Rey. Dr. Fraser moved the adoption of the report of the Foreign 
Mission. He expressed his gratification at the fact that the threatened 
disturbances and difficulties in the prosecution of the Missionary work 
in China had been quitted. The work went steadily on as before, and 
he thought they ought to acknowledge the conduct of the English 
Government in this respect, for there had been some serious appre- 
hensions that they would have apa a timid policy and given 
way to unreasonable prejudices. The past year had been one of great 
pee, many stations on the mainland had been added to the 

hurech; but at the same time they ought to observe that a consider- 
able number had been suspended in consequence of relapsing into in- 
consistency. They (the Church) ought to think about this and encou- 
rage their brethren to be faithful and thorough by severe and rigorous 
discipline ; and to assure them that they felt a great deal more satis- 
faction in having churches in which, even thongh they were small in 
number, discipline was exercised in accordance with the rule of the 
New Testament, than in having a long list of names of nominal assem- 
blages in which no notice was taken of those that walked disorderly. 
The chief blessing, he proceeded to say, had been received in the 
island of Formosa, where the number of adult communicants bap- 
tised had been doubled within the past year, and many idols utterly 
abolished. He thought it would be well if part of this report were 
read to the congregations of the Church; for he had not read for a 

long time anything so well worth reading and telling to other people 
as the narrative now presented. Se eat They had been re- 
minded of India, and they ought to keep that in mind; for it was 
acknowledged that they were debtors to India for the sake of Jesus 
Christ. As their friends in, Scotland, doing most for India, 
cared for and helped China, so they, doing most for China, 
ought to show their interest in India, both China and India 
having such peculiar claims upon this country as part of our empire, 
and contributing so largely to the national dignity and wealth. The 
third fact which he would notice wasa painful one. During the past 
year £500 lees had been given by those in England to what was now a 
great and prosperous mission. God had been very kind to them, but 
they had not risen to the height of the occasion. God had heard their 
prayer, and had ong open doors for them and the missionaries of 
other societies which the heathen had been most anxious to shut. 
Yet they had not produced a sufficient supply of missionaries to go 
into these ddors, and occupy on anything like an adequate scale the 
immense villages and teeming cities of China. Even with the small 
band of missionaries which they had God had given them a larger 
. Fesult in China than in England. In China 380 adults had been bap- 
tised and added to the Church; but the net increase in England was 
only 237 communicants. eae in one respect God had given 
@ larger increase in China than at home, yet they spent £50,000 more 
upon their Church work here, sending a sum of £5,000 to do the 
great work in China. 

The Rev. Carstairs Douglas, missionary to China, feared that a few 
both of ministers and office-bearers of the Churches might think that 
during the past year he ought to have been amongst them stirring up 
the cause of missions. Some six or seven years ago the various Pro- 
testant missionary societies in a certain part of China had urged him 
to write a dictionary of the language, and he regretted to say that 
this work was so heavy that he found it difficult to make known to 
the Churches the work of the Gospel as he should like to do. He 
had, however, the satisfaction of knowing that this dictionary would 
lessen the work of other missionaries who went out there. The 
attempts of the Government to interfere in the missions to the country 
had had the effect of stirring up sympathy and rendering the cause 
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of the missions more secure than ever before. Lately he had visited 
colleges in Ireland and Scotland, and in the latter country, especially, 
he had seen a good deal of the students, some of whom seemed 
anxious to devote themselves to this work. Recently he had received 
a letter from the Church at Pechuia (China), which he would roughly 
translate :—‘‘ Now in yourcountry, both great and small, your Church, 
your minister, deacons, and members have set to preach the Word of 
God, step by step labouring to do good of men. We have received 
benefit from your country, and we pray God you may reeeive grace 
continually, and that you may enjoy happiness without limit.” Enume- 
rating the advantages of Britain at length, the writer proceeded ; “ And 
even in the air you have balloons—(a laugh) —and down in the sea you 
have diving-bells ; and then you have that electricity sending messages 
many thousands of miles more quickly than sound or light. You have 
also steam, causing the immense waves to be moved, though it is light.” 
But this, the writer proceeded to say, was caused by God and not by 
man. Britain had sent missionaries out to China, where they had 
toiled greatly, and they earnestly begged that this country, which had 
many ministers, would send out more missionaries to China to carry 
on and extend the preaching of the Gospel. This, continued Mr. 
Douglas, showed the feelings of gratitude of the natives, and their 
desire to encourage further (mission effort among them. At present 
the young congregations around Amoy contributed every year £110— 
a small sum in itself, but important when contribu by men who 
a few years before had been worshipping idols. They had also made 
some progress in the training of native preachers. In a letter he had 
received that day he read that two of their students had passed their 
examination, in view of being appointed pastors at the next election. 
The reason why they had not proceeded sooner in these appointments 
was that those whom they appointed first should be thoroughly good 
and trustworthy men, who should be an example to those that fol- 
lowed. They had also satisfactory intelligence from Singapore, where 
the people were offering to subscribe more than £200 a-year for mis- 
sionaries among the Chinese there. 


Dr. Maxwell, medical missionary from China, said: Formosa is an 
island about 230 miles long, and, as approached, has the appearance 
of three terraces. There is a vast plain almost occupied by Chinese, 
who have emigrated from various parts, and who now amount to about 
three millions, the religious idea being much the same as on the 
mainland. Dr. Maxwell at length described the various parts of the 
island, with a description of its inhabitants, showing that in working 
their way among the hills they had met with a most affectionate wel- 
come. There is a range of mountains extending for 180 miles, covered 
with forests andinhabited by cree who are not actually cannibals, but 
savages in the lowest degree. In many of the clans a man was not 
allowed to marry until he could prove he had killed his man, and they 
had a practice of tattooing their faces to denote how many they had 
slain. The mission has been able to secure a firm footing in the plain, 
and also in the second district lying midway between this plain. He 
described the various mission stations in various parts of the island, 
with a statistical account of the members attached to each. They had 
not been able to reach the savages, though he had visited them, when 
he remained two nights, and had gained much information con- 
cerning some of the plans that would be required to reach 
them by missionaries. The insurmountable barrier was their 
language, for in passing from one mountain to another you also 
pass from one dialect to another. This, he said, would show some 
of the difficulties that attended their work ; but they would be able 
to reach them. There is also a field of great interest beyond these 
mountains, on the eastern shores of Formosa, to which emigration has 
been going on for the past ten years, and he hoped by following the 
track of the emigrants they would be able to visit them. Dr. Max- 
well described some of the trials and persecutions they had received in 
attempting to plant a station in one part of Formosa, and had it not 
been for the kindness of a foreign commissioner of customs, they would 
not have been able to have had a building in which to commence their 
work. Obtaining his premises they began, and were delighted to find 
each day as many as seventy come for medicine. Ina short time the 
patients were reduced to three or four per day. This was owing to 
placards being posted throughout the city stigmatising them as murderers 
of the worst degree, for if they healed those who were sick at first they 
used medicines that would manifest itself by a deadly disease breaking 
out over the bodies of those who took them. Inthis manner the autho- 
rities managed to frighten the populace, and atone time their lives were 
in danger, and they were obliged to leave and take refuge in a seaport 
town, where they stayed for about a year and a half, when the 
again made an attempt to extend towards the east, but again met with 
difficulty and danger. These persecutions, Dr. Maxwell said, excited 
not only in England, but in the Church on the mainland, Amoy and 
Swatow, interest and prayer on their behalf. He would commend the 
work especially to the prayers of the Church. The Church had done 
much in that respect already, but not so much as lay in its power to 
do. He hoped the addresses the Synod had heard would tend to the 
stirring up of the various congregations to family prayer, which would 
redound to their own spiritual advantage if from day to day they 
remembered the heathen abroad. They should expecta tithe, at least, 
of those who passed the Divinity Hall to devote themselves to the 
Lord’s work to the heathen, and he did not think a tithe was too 
much. In conclusion, Dr. Maxwell said he should not rest till he saw 
the Church moved in this direction with respect to the millions in the 
heathen world. (Applause.) 


PETITION FROM SINGAPORE. 

Mr. Matheson mentioned an application which had been made 
by the Presbyterian congregation at Singapore for admission into 
this Church, and he read the petition presented. It set forth that the 
Presbyterian congregation at Singapore numbered sixty members, 
including four elders and six deacons; that it had been in existenee 
fifteen years, but hitherto had not been connected with any other Pres. 
byterian congregation ; that there was a strong desire — up 
among the people to put an end to this isolation, as shown by a 
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unanimous resolution directing the office-bearers to apply at a conve- 
nient opportunity for admission to any one of the British Preabyterian 
Churches ; that the recent arrival of a new minister of the Free Church 
was considered to be a fitting occasion for such a step; that it 
would be desirable to draw more closely together the links connect- 
ing them with the English Presbyterian Church ; and therefore, in 
order to effect this, and to further the work of the Church in Singa- 

ore, they requested the English Presbyterian Church to take the 
Blagepors congregation ag one of the congregations under its care, 
to assist it. In connection with this petition had come a guarantee 
of £200 a year towards the support of a missionary ; and their friends 
in Glasgow, many of whom were connected with Singapore by trade, 
had appealed to them to take this into consideration. They had re- 
plied that with their hands so full already they could not see their 
way to ask the Church to sanction the adoption of any new station 
which would entail the expenditure of money; but if the people in 
Glasgow in connection with those at Singapore would guarantee this 
£200 a year for five years, and came to them to ask them to supply a 
missionary to labour among the Chinese, he had no doubt the com- 
mittee would feel themselves authorised to take such a missionary 
under its protecting wing. 

Mr. Matheson moved —“ That the Synod have listened with satis- 
faction to the petition of the Presbyterian congregation at Singapore 
which has now been laid upon the table, and resolve to grant its 
prayer, and to receive the said congregation under its care, attaching 
it to the Presbytery of London, and recognise its minister as one of 
the Ministers of their Church, and member of Presbytery.” Seconded 
by the Rev. William Ballantyne, and agreed to.

Extraordinary meetings have been called of the Anglo-Medi- 
terranean—British Indian Submarine,—Falmouth, Gibraltar and 
Malta,—and Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph Companies, 
to take into consideration terms of amalgamation which have 
already been agreed to by the directors. It is proposed to issue 
to the stock and shareholders of the four companies fully paid 
shares of £10 each in a new company, to be formed by a consoli. 
dation of the four undertakings, in exchange for their shares and 
stock, in the following proportions, viz. :—For each £100 nominal 
amount of such shares or stock in the Anglo-Mediterranean Com- 
pany, £200; Falmouth, £120; Marseilles, £100; and British 
Indian Submarine, £120. These relative proportions are based 
upon a computation of the present receipts and an estimate of 
the prospects of the several concerns. The share capital of the 
new company required for the above distribution will be 
£3,397,000, but it is intended to fix the nominal capital at 
£3,800,000, as further sums may hereafter be required for ex- 
tensions. The Reserve I'unds, amounting together to about 
£70,009, will form the basis of the Reserve Fund of the amal- 
gamated undertaking. 


The directors of the Royal Mail Steaz: Packet Company have 
issued their report, with a statement of accounts, for the year 
1871. A distribution for the past six months is recommended of 
£4 15s. per share—viz.,a dividend of £2 15s. from the ‘ profit 
and loss account,” and a bonus of £2 per share from the “ in- 
surance account.” The increase in the receipts and the diminu- 
tion of the disbursements have been sufficient to augment the 
surplus on the “ working account ” by the sum of £54,700 4s. 7d., 
while the “repair and renewal account” shows a balance of 
£13,159 3s. 9d., and the “ insurance account ” of £231,169 2s. 9d. 
The company’s connection has been renewed with British 
Honduras, and a mail once a month is to be conveyed between 
Jamaica and Belize. At the meeting held on the 24th inst. the 
report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
